boats was rushing today to 
Tippo Basin to rescue fam­ 
ilies trapped in the*r homes 
by flood waters. 
Some 2,000 innabitants of the reg­ 
ion were marooned and in desperate 
straits by the sudden convergence of 
two giant walls of water dashing 
over, the delta countryside from gaps 
in the Tallahatehee river levee sys­ 
tem. 
Appeal Far Boats 
The angry waters submerged the 
rails of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley railroad, cutting off the prin­ 
cipal means of communication with 
the outside world. 
The only means of escape from the 
flood-ravaged Tippo Basin today was 
by boat, but there were not sufficient 
vessels to accommodate all the im­ 
perilled residents. An urgent appeal 
was sounded by the Red Cross and 
flood commission relief workers for 
more boats of all descriptions. 
The motorboat fleet enroute to the 
basin was expected to reach

Mis Myers, in private life the wife 
of Ralph Blum, aa attorney saved 
herself from brutal treatment by 
pleading that she was в о т to be­ 
come a mother. 
Blum was absent from the city. 
When Miss Myers and her maid. 
Mrs. Margaret M om , returned from 
a theatre they were confronted in 
the apartment by the two bandits. 
The band!** forced the women to 
stand with their teces to the wall 
white they took a pearl necklace, a 
8 carat diamond ring and a pin set 
with emeralds, pearls and diamonds 
from Miss Myers. 
On threat of death the bandits 
forced M in Myers to reveal the lo­ 
cation of a secret wall safe from 
which they took a ruby pin, a sun­ 
burst, a diamond ring, three strings 
of pearls and cash. 
Preparing to bind and gag the two 
women, the gunmen complied with 
Шел Myer*s request not to tie her 
up because of her approaching 
motherhood. 
The bandits then cut telephone 
wires and fled. 
Miss Myers was placed under the 
care of a physician at the home of 
her brother Zion C. Myers. The

SUICIDE CAUSES 
SERIOUS ACCIDENT

MOSCOW, Jan. 18.—The trail of 
11 Soviet railwaymen charged with 
criminal negligence in connection 
with the recent 
disastrous 
train 
wreck on the North Railway got 
under way today, eaih of the de­ 
fendants fighting a probable sen­ 
tence of death. 
In the first official news of the 
wreck, which occurred on tiie night 
of January 2 between Moscow end 
Kursk, the government combined an­ 
nouncement of the trial with the 
first publication of the exact num­ 
ber of casualties, 68 dead and 128 
seriously injured. 
The 11 defendants, including one 
stationmaster and 
the 
engheers, 
firemen, and conductors of 
three 
trains involved, faced the Supreme 
Court charge with criminal negli­ 
gence of the most elementary rules 
of railroading. 
Ruben 
Katanyan, 
vibe attorney general and well known 
prosecutor, will have charge of the 
state’s case. 
Lacking official confirmation, de­ 
parts of the tragedy had placed the 
dead at figures varying from 50 to 
200. The wreck occurred, it was re­

officially announced she does not 
want a non-agression pact with 
Russia. 
Neither does she want any sort of 
military alliance, a government com­ 
munique stated, similar to that ex­ 
isting between France and Russia. 
Not deprecating the value of the 
Pranco-Russian pact, Japan stated 
that European conditions were dif­ 
ferent than those of the Orient and 
that such an alliance would not a p­ 
ply in her dealings with Russia. 
The communique was issued as 
the government reported on dis­ 
patches from Moscow in which So­ 
viet officials revealed they had been 
turned down by Japan in attempts 
to negotiate a non-agression pact 
for protection of both countries’ in­ 
terests in North Manchuria. 
Predictions of an open conflict In 
North Manchuria grew here recently, 
particularly as a result of serious 
rioting at Harbin.

The real news of the day is not the question of the European war 
debts, nor the proposed federal tax program, nor even the fact that spring 
has suddenly arrived in the middle of winter. 
No, the sensation of the hour is the outrageous attempt of Colonel 
Jacob Ruppert, the owner of the Yankee Baseball Club, to reduce the 
salary of George Herman Ruth, better known to fame as Babe Ruth, from 
$«0,000 to $70,000 for the season of 1032, asserts the Philadelphia Inqmrer. 
Is it any worder that Europe is in a ferment, that officeholders atth e 
City Hall are reporting on time, and that people everywhere are going 
along the sttfetf* with drawn faces and tear-stained cheeks. 
In order to understand the situation, we must remember that the 
Babe is the Home Run King. It is true that his crown is slightly tilted at 
the moment and that his fielding legs are not what they used to be; but 
he had “a swell season” last year. He not only admits it; he proclaims it 
to a listening world. And in the face of this they propose to pay him 
five thousand dollars a year less than is given to the president of the 
United States: T&e present salary of the Babe is only four times as 
much as is paid the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and yet they 
would have the cheek to whittle it down.

Minimum Age limit for Motor 
Vehicle Operators varies from 12 to 
18 years. 
The minimum age limit fixed by 
State laws for operators of motor 
vehicles varies from 12 to 18, while 
12 States have omitted age require­ 
ments from their statutes, accord­ 
ing to Ralph W. Bolsinger, President 
of the New Castle Motor Club. 
Mr, Bolsinger bases his statement 
on a summary of state motor ve­ 
hicle registration and license laws. 
He pointed out that. 16 years is 
the minimum age limit for operators 
of motor vehicles favored by the 
greatest number of States, being in 
effect in 18 States and the District 
of Columbia.

By LOGAN CLENDENINO, 
How should one procure ventila­ 
tion when no special system is in­ 
stalled in the house? 
And, let us add, during the winter. 
In a room or an office when the 
heating Is done by a hot water or 
steam system circulating in radia­ 
tors. 
Uhder these conditions—in fact, 
under any condition of ventilation 
flesh air from the outside should 
be admitted all the time. 
Movement of air is an absolute 
essential of good ventilation. The 
warmest air in a room is at the ceil­ 
ing: it is also the worst air in a 
room. The coolest air drops to the 
floor: radiators being mi the floor 
heat the lowest layer of air in the 
room. This alone tends to keep air 
moving by causing the lower layers 
of air, on becoming wanned, to rise 
to the ceiling, provided fresh air is 
introduced into the room. 
Upon these principles depend the 
system of ventilation known as win­ 
dow-gravity ventilation. 
Provide an opening to admit fresh 
outside air, at a low level in the 
room. This means opening a win­ 
dow from the bottom. 
Provide an opening to allow hot 
stale air to escape at a high level in 
the room. 
This means opening a 
window from the top. 
The openings need not be large. 
Even a tiny slit in cold weather 
will give good ventilation. You need 
not create a draft. A deflector can 
be arranged over the lower opening 
which wtu prevent any feeling ox 
draftiness to the occupants of the 
room. 
, 
This system will create a gentle 
movement of air in the room all the 
time. It will provide a proper hu- 


midity and relieve the Desert Sa­ 
hara dryness of most of our living 
quarters. 
HOw much will it increase the cost 
of heating? 
if properly adjusted, 
none at all. 
It may even reduce 
heating expenses, as has actually 
teen proved in prrctiee. The reason 
we overheat our homes, offices and 
places of business, la that we do not 
humidify the air. We only beat it. 
And a^we beat it, we dry it. And 
to be comfortable in dry air it must 
be heated more and тенге. By pro­ 
viding for the admittance of outside 
air which brings in moisture, the 
room is comfortable at a lower tem­ 
perature and heating costs are thus 
saved. 
It is worth some little trouble to 
procure this ventilation. Proper ad­ 
justment in any given space ir a 
matter of experiment. But the in­ 
creased comfort, health and effi­ 
ciency is sufficient reward. 
An open Are in a room is a better 
ventilator than radiators. It creates 
a movement of air in the room, by 
sucking air up -the chimney. 
Al­ 
though, of course, the disadvantage 
of drawing air out from the lowest 
levels is obvious.

“Modern Zionism has given 
a new interpretation to the Jewish 
holidays” said Mrs. Szold and has 
given a deeper feeling to the festi­ 
vals and observations of toese days 
in the Jewish calendar.”

“Jews have made many gifts to the 
world in modern years, but they 
have not been distinctly Jewish, but 
with a country oi their own, who 
knows what might come mat of Pal­ 
estine?” Mrs. Szold a&ked. 
“The obligation of the Jew is to 
accept the responsibility of Pales­ 
tine” said Mrs. Szold, and she went 
on to tell of the many schools, hos­ 
pital centers and other improve­ 
ments which had been made since 
the Zionist movement had began, 
and she told of the specific Work 
done by the Hadassah members, the 
maintaining of children’s health 
clinics, furnishing school luncheons 
mid many other things, and she 
urged the women to carry on, to aid 
in every way they can with this 
great movement.

BOSTON, Jan. 18—Liquor run­ 
ning activities on the south shore 
were marked today by a pistol bat­ 
tle between twenty smugglers and 
hijackers, capture of two fast rum 
running motor bpats, attempted $5,- 
090 bribery of a coastguard boat­ 
swain’s mate and seizure of $220,000 
worth of contraband. 
Police seised $50.000 worth of liq­ 
uor on the shore of Bailey’s creek, 
Cohasset. after eight battling hi­ 
jackers and a dozen rum runners 
had fled. 
At the same time eoastguardsmen. 
running through the fog-shrouded 
waters of Boston harbor, captured 
the Speedboat Buddy with two men 
and $30,000 worth of liquor piled 
on the decks. 
Bribe Is Offered 
Then, after a thrilling two mile 
chase, eoastguardsmen overhauled 
the 75 foot motor Cruiser Mary. The 
vessel and her cargo of $150.000 
worth oi liquor was seized.

crew of five men escaped when the 
Mary grounded on Commercial 
Point, Neponset. 
Later, the group of smugglers en­ 
tered a Neponset shipyard where 
Boatswain’s Mate A. W. Johnson 
was at a telephone calling for aid.

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William Patterson is a namo that 
conjures to the mind of many of the 
residents of this city, even at the 
present daw, many of the things of 
Importance that occurred in the 
past of New Castle, for the reason 
that he was called the father of 
many of the largest industries of the 
city and had much to do in promot­ 
ing the material prosperity of the 
city ami its people during the per­ 
iod of his lifetime, most of which 
was spent within boundaries of the 
city, fie was bom in what wa* then 
known as Beaver County but which 
is now embraced in the asm of 
Lawrence county, October 34, 1824. 
and died August 31, 1905. In that 
considerable space of time, he had 
much to do with the advancement 
of the community. He was of 
Scotcb-Xrifth ancestry. Mr, Patter­ 
son’s father died during the boy­ 
hood'of the man who was to have 
Ш much to do with the life of this 
community. During his boyhood he 
s&tended district school to the win­ 
ter and worked ih a tannery hi the 
summers. In 1840, he became a 
(dak in the store of John B. Pear­ 
son of this city and In 1845 was pro­ 
moted by Daniel Rawer a prominent 
merchant of Pittsburgh, to a better 
position. He accumulated soma cap­ 
ital, which he used in starting a 
wholesale and detail drugstore la 
Hew Castle. About that time the 
»eat coal resources of Ohio were 
discovered and in 1852 and he in­ 
vestigated the coal fields along the 
Mahoning river. Finally he decided 
to sell his New Castle interests and 
devote his time to the development 
of coal lands he had seemed, He 
continued in thi* business until 1355 
and opened a banking and exchange 
business here. Later he became In­ 
terested in the National Bans of 
Lawrence County, new the First 
National Bank of Lawrence County.

Liquor Valued At $100,000
